No Counselors 


“The universities in Italy are 
all state owned,’’ Miss, Fargion 
said, “and they lack counselors to 
advise the student as to which 
courses he should study upon ent- 
ering school.” 


Miss Fargion explained that 
there were no dormitories at the 
University of Rome, therefore 
students really did not have any 
close contact with their instruc- 
tors or each other. Most of them 
would rush home immediately fol- 
lowing classes. She explained that 
the cost of living in Italy is about 
the same as it is here; the only 
difference being the: amount of 
wages paid. A university profes- 
sor receives approximately $100 to 
$110 monthly.

Ranch near the gateway to the 
Sequoia National Park last sum- 
mer, Dian had an opportunity to 
put her knowledge of frogs to an 
unexpected practical use.

“Ignorance is a handicap to the 
enjoyment of life,” said J. Russell 
Bruff, instructor of zoology and 
head of the Science Department of 
Santa Ana College. “In addition to 
a field of specialization we must 
have a broad fund of information 
about our environment and our- 
selves,” he stressed. 

A visit to buildings “L’’ and 
“M” on the SAC campus where 
botany, biology, zoology, and nu- 
trition are taught will reveal that 
here is an amazing world of sea- 
shell, butterfly, and insect collec- 
tions. There are skeletons of cre- 
atures that live on the land and in 
the water. In cages there are white 


voracious black widow spider, and 
in another is a chameleon which

In the zoology classes the stu- 
dents study the structure of verte- 
brates, invertebrates and human 
anatomy. 

A study of plant seeds, flowers, 
fruit, their identification and 
needs is made in the botany clas- 
ses. In the life science classes stu- 
dents get a general survey of the 
basic principles of plant and ani- 
mal life, their identification and 
where they thrive. 

The class in nutrition is a study 
of the elements of food, its prep- 
aration and roll in the nourishment 
of the body in health and ssick- 
ness. 


Museum and Vivarium 


“With the help of students in- 
terested in zoology and botany we 
are gradually accumulating a mu- 
seum and vivarium of plant and 
animal life found in and around 
Orange County,” said Mr. Henri 
J. Lirette, instructor of classes in 
life science, nutrition, human an- 
atomy, physiology, and _ bacteriol- 
ogy. Lirette pointed out; his collec- 
tion of fossils of marine life found 
in the Trabucco and Modjeska 


bones, heart, and brain of the frog are basically similar 


canyon areas, and another collec. 
tion of fossilized leaves and plants 
discovered near Lake Elsinore by 
Ray Hull, a SAC student of three
